As the Englify and Turkith accounts of the memio- 
rable fiege of Acre have been* formerly piven, we; now 
Jay the French details on that fudject before the pu- 
blic, as they appear in Befthicr’s journal of the Expe- 
dition in Sytis. 

Ventose 27—The head-quatters of the army began 
to enter on their march againit Acre ; the toads were 
exceedingly bad, the weather very fogey, the army ar- 
rived but very late on the mouth of the little river of 
acre, which is at the diftance of 1500 fathoms from 
the fortrefs. q 

The river runs through a very marihy ground; Buo- 
naparte did not think it advifeable to attempt fo perilous 
a paflage during the night ; and the more fo as the ene- 
my had pufhed forward riflemen in infantry aod caval- 
ry, © the oppofite fide of the river. 

‘The-night was employed in conftructing a bridge ; 
28th, at break of day, the whole army pafled over. 

Vexrose 28—The Commander in Chiet atcended | 
an eminence that commands St Jean d’Acre, at the | 
diftance of tooo fathoms : he ordered to attack the 
enemy, who were drawn up in the gardens that environ- 
ed the town, and compelled them. to reture within the 
fortrefs. 

The army encamped upon an infulated eminence that 
runs: near.to, aod paralle! with the fea, and which ex- 
tends as far cs Cape Blanc, about a league and a‘ half 
to the northward, commanding to the eatt a plain about 
a lcagueé and: thtée quarters in length, terminated by the 
mountains that Jie between Acre and the Jordan. 

"The.swagazines found at Caiffa, and thofe feized upon 
at the viljages of Schaflamz and. Nazareth, were made 
ufe of for the fuftedance of the army. 

The mills at Ranoux and Kerdanne were employed 

vin'grindifig’the corn, ‘The’army bad no. bread fince 
they !eft,Cairo. 

~" Buonaparte ordered the caitles of Saffet, Nazareth, 
and Schaflamz, to be occupied, in order to keep clear 
diffet ent debouches on the road’ to Damas. 

Ventost 29—Generals Dommartin and Caffarelli 
go ont to reconnoitre the fortrefs. It was refulyed to 
attack thé front of the faliant- angle at the eaffward of 
the town. ‘The Chief of Brigadé, Sanfon, was wound- 
ed in the hand by a ballhwhich pafled through it. No 
intelligence has yet arrived of the flege artillery that avas 
fent by tea. 

Viwtrose 30—This day the trenches were opened 
_ at aboyt450 fathoms-trom the fortrefs, and advantage 
was taken of the pardens, the ditches, of eld town, and 
cian aqueduct that wnites with the glacis of the town ; 
pols wet tluiianed to blockade the place, fo as to keep 
th: ene py witht) their walls, and to repulfe them with 
ddvanta sc and effectein, cafe they fhould attempt a for- 
. tier, Dheoowortks of the breaching batteries and of the 
counter-baiteries were commenced. 
~The commander of the Englith {qvadron was-well in- 
formed chat there was a great quantity of provifions at 
Cail; he refolved upon feizing them, and alfo upon 
carrying off fome {mall veffels that had aitived from Jaf- 
fa, with provifions for us. 

Bonaparte had provifionally entruited the command 
of Caiffa to the ‘chief of rs Lambert, a_diftin, 
guifed officer. 

GeaminaL 2—We this day heard a heavy canno- 
nade froin the camp of “Acre, on the fide of Caiffa. 
We were’ foon informed, that feveral Englith floops of 





a view to teke pofleflion of them; that the chief of 
fquadron, Lambert, bad given orders to permit the Eng- 
lith to approach; without dilplaying any movement or 
meafure of defence; that he had alfo concealed an 
howitzer; thot he had placed in ambuicade about 60 
met who compofed his garrifon ; that’ at the moment 
the enemy were on the point of Janding, he took occa- 
fon to fall upon them, attacking them with a tharp fire 
of mufquetry : that he had boarded and taken one of 
the floops, and alfo an artillery piece of 32, and made 
prifoners 17 Englihh; that he had difcharged his howit- 
zer againft the other floops, which took to flight, ha- 


ving almoft the whole of their crews killed or wounded, 


among whom were two officers. 


Turkith colours, had ordered the French garrifon net 
to thew themfelees. Fhe Turkish frigate, being ign'- 
rant of our arrival, fent a boat to land with their fecond 
in-command and 40 men, ‘They landed, upon which 
the French furrounded them, and took them prifoners, 
aad alfo took poffefhon of their boat. 

On the roth the enemy made a fortie ; they were 
repulfed with confiderable lofs. ‘The “hief of Brigade 
of the engineers, Detroves, was killed. 

Deezzar had fent emiflares to Aleppo, to Damas, 
faid to te Naplot fiins ; he had alfo tranfmitted a great 
quantity of money in order to encourage all the Muf- 
fulmen capable of bearing arms, to rife in a mals, inthe 
hope, as he exprefled it, of effeGually opoting the int- 
dels ; he likewife obferved, that we were but an handful 
of men unprovided with artillery ; that he was fupport- 
ed with a very formidable force from England, and 
that they had only to ftand forth in order to exter- 
minate us. 

We were informed by a party of Chriffians that a 
ftrong collection of troops was forming at Damas, and 
that confiderable magazines of proviZons were amafled 
at the fort of T'abarie, which was occupied by the Mau- 
grebins. 

Dgezzar was in momentary expectation of the arrt- 
val of the combined army of Damas, and was confe- 
quently encouraged to attempt forties. ; 

On tlie 12th, we had not as vet received our fiege 
artillery, on the contrary, we learnt that three thips of 
the flotilla, which had failed from Damietta, laden with 
ammunition and provifions, had been led aftray, and. that 


in the middle of hazy wearher they had fallen foul of an | 


Englith fquadron, by whonr they were captured; the 
others arrived fafe at Jaffa. 

Some fiege pieces were on board the three flips that 
had been taken. Buonaparte expedited a meflenger to 
Rear-Admital Peree, and to Damietta, with orders to 
replace the loft artillery. 

Oa the 12th the place continued apain to be battered 
in breach, and a great quantity of the counterfcarp was 
blown up. Buonaparte iffued an order for attempting 
to take polt in the tower we were battering ; but the 
enemy had fo filled the tower with wood, with fand- 
facks, and bales of cotton, to which our howitzers had 
fet fire, that all fach attempts proved. ineffectual ; we 
continued waiting for our fiege artillery, and. for addi- 
tional works, in order to renew our attack. During 
this interval we were employed in ftretching out a 
trench, in order to eftablifh a mire under the tower we 
were attacking in breach, and to blow it up. 

This work was of confiderable importance.—The 
enemv, who were aware of it, made an attempt to take 
poffeiiion of the entrance of the mine ; but their attempts 
were uniformly unavailing. , 

Geruinat 16—The Englifh Commodore obferved 
the troops of the Dgezzar to have been repulfed ina 
vatiety of forties. He concerted a freth fortie in con- 
cert with the French emigrant Phelippeaux. 

On the 18th the enemy, at break of day, came on 
with an attack againft our left and our centre ; each co- 
lumn was headed by naval troops belonging to the Eng- 
lith fhips, and their colours were feen waving in con- 
junction with thofe of the Dgezzar, and the batteries 
were all manned by Englith troops. The enemy made 
an attempt to furprife our advanced pofts, but their de- 
fion was feen through: we vereines them with a brifk 
- « . Wile nad all ehine ate te 
againft us were either killed or wounded. The enemy 
ultimately retired without gaining an inch towards del- 
troying our avorks. 

The central column acted with more obftinacy— 
their objeé&t was to penetrate to the entrance of our 
mine; they were commanded by Captain Thomas Old- 
field; he advanced boldly towards the entrance of the 
mine, at the head of fome'of his intrepid countrymen ; 
they attacked like heroes, and were received by heroes; 

eath only checked their bold career; the remainder 
retreated, and took refuge in the fortrefs. 

The approaches of the parallels remained covered 
with the dead bodies of Englifh and of Turks. 

The corpfe of Captain Thomas Oldfield was carried 
off by our grenadiers—they brought him to our head- 





‘The Englifh Commodore relinquifhed his defigns 
againft Caiffa. He came and calt anchor befure Acre. 

Geamiyar 6.—The works of the fiege were pufhed 
on with acuivity ; 09 the 6th, the enemy made a furtie, 
in which they were repulfed with lofs. On the 8th the 
breaching and the counter-batteries were completed. 
Our fiege artillery had not yet arrived ; as a fubftitute 
we made ufe of our field pieces, confifting of four pieces 
of twelve, eight pieces of eight, and tour howitzers ; 
at day-break we began tu batter in breach the tower ; 
about three in the evening a breach was made; a mine 
was branched. out to blow up the counterfcarp. The 
mine exploded; and we imagined the effet complete. 
‘The impatience of the troops determined upon the af- 
fault} we looked upon the breach to be as praéticable 
as that of Jaffa; the grenadiers {prung forward, but they 
foon found themfelves arrefted in their progrefs by a 
trench of 15 feet, weil provided with a counterfcarp. 
‘This obftacle did not damp their ardoir ; they proceed- 
ed to place their ladders—the grenadiers defcended, 
but the breach: was {till from eight to ten feet above the 
ruins—fome Jadders were placed to it. Mailly, the 
Affiftant-Adjutint-Gercral, afeended the firit; he 
climbed the breach, and was killed. The fire from 
the fortrefs was tremendous ; the counterfcarp checked 
the progrefs, and eompelled to retreat the grtnadiers 
who were intended to fupport thofe who advanced the 
firft; the Adjutant-Generals Lefcalles and Lavgnier 
were killed. 

A firft emotion of terror had feized the enemy— 
they fled towards the harbour, but were foon brought 
back to the breach, where the braveft of Dyezzar’s 
troops were engaged. - The height of the breach above 
the ruins prevented our grenadiers from afcending it, 
which afforded the enemy: fufficient time to return to 
the top of the tower, from whence they threw down 
ftones, difcharged grenadoes, and. poured down com- 
buftible materials. The divifion of grenadiers who ar- 
rived at the foot of the breach, not being able to pafs 
through it, were obliged to take fhelter under our 
trencnes. Six men were killed and twenty wounded. 

The capture of Jaffa bad filled our men with a con-

fidence which made them look upon Acre as of lefs 
importance than peihaps it deferved. We had not 


fufliciently reconnoitred the ditch. The counterfcarp 
was fuppofed to prefent but a irifling obltacle; it was 
fuppofed to be ina great meafure broken down, and that 
it only prefented a floping. In.fine, the eagerne{s to 
begin the affaule, made us take for certain, that the 
mine had blown up the counterfcarp, while it only 
pierced a tuoncl into the glacis. ; 

Germinar £2.—On the 1ztha frigate came and 
anchored in the road of Caiffa; a few, hours 
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quarters—he was at the point of death, but on his ar- 



















































































tivak he was no more—his fword, to which he had 
done fo much honour, was alfo honoured after his 
deathh—it remains in the hands of one of our grenadiers; 
he was buried amongft us, and he has carried with him 
the efteem of the French army. (To be continued. )

They write from Glarus, of the 14th of Oftober, 
that the French troops had poffeffed themtelves of Schol 
berg, where she enemy was ttrongly entrenched, but 
che fuar of being turaed had obliged them to puis the 
Rhine, and retire into the ‘Tyrol. 

In the night of the 14th OSober, Maffena had a 
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conference with Perrochel at Arau. 

The Helvetic Dire&tory having prohibited the inha- 
bitants of Zurich from paying the torced loan of 800,000 
francs, Maflena had*dilmiffed the Swifs troops from that 
city, and replaced them by French. 

They write from Marfeilles, O&. 16—* We have 
had here for fome days, under quarantive, the garrifoa 
Y of Civita-Vecchia.” 

The official account has been publifhed at Vienna, 
12th Odtober, that Rome was to be occupied by the 
Neapolitan troaps, im confequence of a capitulation on 
‘the 3uth September, and Civica Vecchia on the fame 
day by the Englith. 

The French divifion under the orders of Thurreau 
has retaken Domo d’Offolo, and, after a confiderable 
advantage over the Aultro-Ruflians, has marched to 
the Upper Lake. 

The King of Pruflia has, it is faid, recalled his refi- 
dent from Hamburgh. 

Admiral Maflerado was immediately to depart for 
Bret. 

Eight couriers from Breft are now due. 

The Chouans have entered Nantes. 

A meffage from the Executive Directory to the 
Council of Five Hundred, tranfmitted on the 3d of 
Brumaire, OSober 25th, announced the terms of the 
convention entered into by his Royal Highnefs the Duke 
Duke of York and General Brune. ‘he articles, as 
ftated in the Redagteur, are exactly the fame as thofe 
given in the Loddon gazette. 

the Auftrian Commiflion appointed to make enquiry 
refpeating the affallination of the French minifters at 
Rafladt, have clofed their examination, and the refult 
has been tranfmitted to.Vicuna. It has not yet been 
made_pablic. ; 

Count Seklich, Envoy of the Emperor, to the cir- 
cle of the Upper Rhine, is {tated to haye returned from 
Caflel to Wurtzbourg, much difpleafed with the Land- 
Leraue nf Heil Oath, eehe ahfolurely refufed to furnith 
his. contingent, and the hundred Roman months decreed 
by the diét of Ratifbon. He excufed himfelf on ac- 
count of treaties concluded with the French Republic. 

The Council of Antients has rejedted the refolution 
for declaring any one who fhall propofe or accept con- 
‘ditions of peace, tending to modify the Conttitution, or 
to attack the integrity of the French territory, as deter- 
mined by the Conftitution, a traitor to his country.— 
The ground on which it was rejected was, that it gave 
to the Legiflature the initiative of treaties of peace, 
which the Conttitution vefts only in the Directory. 

Srraspuaca, Oct. 15.—The divifion of General 
Murard ifuftained on the 14th, near Audelfingen, a very 
unequal combat againft 1500 Ruilians and Bavarians, of 
whom a great part were cavalry. Qur-advanced guard 
foon yielded ; the felt back to the plain of Trucklicken, 
where it was fupported by the re(t of divifions. ‘There 
then begen a general and terrible action, which lafted 
five-hours, after which enemy took to- flight, and 
thought themfelves only fafe behind the Rhine. The 
Ruffians fought like lions, and their wounds did not {top 
them. ._We took five ftandards; but to take them we 
were obliged to kill the officers who bore them. We 
made befides 400,prifoners, and alove 300 wounded 
and three pieces of cannon. ‘The enemy Teft t10 dead 
on the field of tattle, among whom they include a Ruf- 
fian General, feveral Ruflian officers, and hard by 12 
Bavarians. 

ALEXANDRIA IN Prepmont, Oct. 7.—Yefterday 
General Melas made another attack on the fide of Co- 
ni, and repulfed the enemy at all points. This im- 
portant fucccfs affures the communication between Ceva 
and the Au(trian camp under Coni. We likewife 
learn, that a Prench corps which had advanced from 
Govi towards Puzzuolo-l'urmigaro, had been defeated 
with great lofs.

Field Marshal Frolich having reeelved orders to advance with 
the troops under his command to the southern provinces of 
Italy, to restore tranquillity in Tuscany and the Roman 
States, has sent by his First Lieutenant Comte Staremberg 
the following Report of the military events that have taken 
place in consequence of this misiion ; 

After having occupied, and provided with the necef- 
fary garrifons, the forts of Florence, Leghorn, Bolog- 
na, &c. where he was received with the moft unequivo- 
caljteltimonies of joy and attachment for the Emperor 
as well as for the Grand Duke of Tafcany, M. Fro. 
lich entered with the remainder of his corps upon the 
Roman tarritory. In his march towards Rome, he oc- 


cupied the forts of Peroufe and Civita Caftellana, which 
the Tufcan troops had taken from the enemy ; he de- 
tatched the Quarter Mafter Petchold with the advanced 
guard, with orders to proceed by forced. marches to 
Ronciglione, for fupporting Captain Lizau, potted on 
that fide with five companies of huffars, and a divifion 
of Aretin and Roman infurgents, which had defended 
that pofition a long time againft a fuperior force. 
General Frolich arrived on the 18th, with the re- 
mainder of his troops at Ronciglione, where he elta- 
blifhed his head-quarters- He placed his advanced 
patts at Monte Romano, Tofcanella, Veracella, Sutri 
Nepi, Viano, reconnoitred the invirons, and fou ; 
communicate with the Captain of an En 
lransfer, who was then feen on the c 
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that Field Marfhal Frolich did not think himfelf em. 
powered to accept them, he gave for anfwer, that he 
would neither acquiefce toa line of demarkation or fo an 
armiltice ; that on the contrary he would purfue bis 0. 
petations. The enemy in confequace was attacked a. 
gain on the 27th and 28th of September, and repulfad ; 
trom every point, and our patroles advanced to the ye 
‘gates of Rome. During the battle of the 20th, whith 
took place on the road from Cornetto to Civita Vecchia 
a great number of the enemy were killed, and a cong 
dcerable number of prifcners taken. The enemy was af- 
terwards puifued as far as Civita Vecchia, 

The re arrived from that town fome,Englith officers, 
who aflerted that Commodore ‘Trowbridge had alread 
concluded a capitulation in the name of the coalefad 
powers, to the effect that Rome fhould be evacuated gn 
the 28th and 2gth, that Civita Vecchia and Corpetto 
thould be oecupied on the fame day by the Engliftt ; 
and Rome on the 30th by the Neapolitan troops. We

| wards Rome, as far as the bridge of the Tibres The 
whole extent of the Roman f{tate, which comprifes Vi.
